PLANTS 


Clethra Delavayi — Deciduous shrub or small tree; flowers fra- 
grant, white, tinged with yellow, in 4-6-inch racemes. From China.

Davidia involucrata — Dove Tree. Deciduous tree to 40 ft.; 
lovely, long-pointed leaves with heart-shaped base and attrac- 
tive veining. Flowers white with 8-inch bracts in pairs, suggesting 
doves.

Enkianthus cernuus, var. rubens — Deciduous shrub to 10 ft.; 
has deep, rich reddish, bell-shaped flowers in nodding clusters. 
From Japan. 24 inches, $5.00 


Enkianthus chinensis — Deciduous shrub to 12 ft.; flowers bell- 
shaped, yellow with rose striations; one to two dozen flowers in 
nodding, 5-inch clusters. From China and Burma. 18 inches, $3.50 


Enkianthus subsessilis — Deciduous shrub of bushy habit to 8 
ft.; flowers white, pitcher-shaped, in nodding clusters. Noted for 
its bright red autumn foliage color. From Japan. 10 inches, $2.00 


Embothrium coccineum — Chilean Fire Tree. Shrub or tree to 
20 ft.; leaves long, slender, partly evergreen; flowers brilliant 
scarlet-red, honeysuckle-shaped, borne in abundance and long 
lasting. Perhaps no other tree hardy in our northwest region gives 
such a striking and brilliant display of color. From Chile.

Menziesia purpurea — Very handsome, small, deciduous, eri- 
caceous shrub with bright rose, bell-shaped flowers edged with 
minute hairs, Has the brightest flowers of any of the menziesias.

Trachycarpus Fortunei — Chusan Palm. Hardy with fan-shaped 
4-ft. wide leaves that persist for many years. The only truly hardy 
palm for planting in regions of freezing temperatures. From Cen- 
tral China.

Trochodendron aralioides — Spreading shrub or small, ever- 
green tree with leathery leaves and interesting green flowers with 
stamens extending, wheel-like. Valued as a foliage plant. From 
Korea and Japan.
